Rank Not Title 


But a man may be a count or duke or 


even a prince and yet have no such right. 
Hence my readers' "will understand why 
Countess SzeehenyJ, who \v-as Miss Van- 
derbilt, is not invited to the 
Austrian 


court and -why the Princess Hatzft-ldt. 
•who was Miss Huntington, is not invited 
to the Gerinan ccuH. Rank, not title, is 
what gives a right to a. court invita."- 
tion In those countries. 
High rank In 


the army, navy and diplomatic service 
gives this right regardless of title. If a 
general, he and iiis ianiily are invited.

' Mid-Asia is a part of the world'about which it is difficult to prophesy, 
but it is sate to assert that if Germany ever interferes in Russia, it will preju- 
dice the Anglo-Russian agreement and the re-establishment of order. The 
Berlin lAat'esmen like to fish In troubled waters, however, and they might 
profit, it nobody else fiid, by intervention. Meantime, the situation is not alto- 
gether reassuring and all F.uropean nations have their eyes on Teheran. 
Very troublous has been the recent history of Tabriz, the metropolis o£ 
Persia, and Teheran, the capital. 
Wllen the Shuh deprived the . people o£ 
their constitution, the sturdy, half-Turkish people of Tabriz were the first 
to take up arms against him in the Nationalist cause, and Tabriz was be- 
leaguered for a year. Russia has important interests in the <ilty, and, at the 
beginning of last month, so serious had the situation become for the inhabi- 
tants that Russian troops were sent to-occupy it. The siege was temporarily 
raised, and the Shah regrantcd the constitution, but the trouble -ff-as by rib 
means over. Recently the Nationalists—many of them wild, untamed Kurds— 
have shown great irritation at the alleged arbitrary behavior of the Russian 
soldiery, anil at Meshed the Russian consul-general was fired at as the reeult" 
of a, hostile demonstration. Fighting is now going on in Teheran.

Satcar Khan performed wonders in licking his unruly followers into shape, 


and towards the end of the siege at Tabriz, when famine threatened and dis- 
content was rife, he took the- prudent course of 'drilling the whote male popu- 
lation in order to divert their minds. His Xationalist troops certainly did him 
credit, giving a good account of themselves on every occasion they came into 
contact with the Royalists. They are noiv making things lively at Teheran.

Regardless of these facts, however, 


the seal of the city Is the same today 
as it was fifty-six years ago, when 
Oakland, at that time a town, was 
little more than -one year old. 


Generally speaking, the designs of 


municipal seals do not add 
to the j 


effectiveness of the document which 
they are used In certifying to, but the 
aim of cities in adopting such designs 
is to have them representative of the 
natural resources and the varied in- 
dustries, or otherwise, for which they 
are noted. 


Ordinarily speaking, it may be as- 


sumed that the residents of this citv 
or the trustees of the town after its 
incorporation could have no Idea of 
the extent to which the home of their 
adoption was

Bronchitis, pneumonia and sim- 
ilar diseases carried off 12 per cent 
more hand fed babies than nature fod, 
where the resistant vitality was gen- 
erally higher. 
France Leads Nations 


France, out of all the civilized world

fewer babies to spare to the quick 
reaper of ill nourished infancy. 


Truly wonderful results, Secretary 


Phillips declares, have been attained 
by the Consultation des Xourrisons,

classes or clinics, -where mothers listen 
to talks by volunteer physicians. The 
simple ossentiHls of the plan, accord- 
ing tn its foi-esighted originator, the 
late Dr. Raudin. are a pun- ot scales 
and the services of a devoted physi- 
cian. 


The main tiling striven for Is the 


encouragement of nature feeding. Only 
where that is impossible are the moth- 


ers taught to sterilize or pasteurize the 
milk. 


Ten, years ago, in Paris, the death 


rate from diarrhea alone was as high, 
during certain weeks, as 285 babies. 
But at the -Clinic Tarnler, out of the 
total of from 90 to 140 infants, not 
one died of the disease. 
During the 


period of ten years tho record of that 
clinic has been marred by only a 
single death from gastro-enterllis—• 
and that was due to the headstrong 
disobedience of the mother, who re- 
fused to obey the. instructions of the 
physician in charge. 


Throughout the work of the Con- 


sultations des Ninirrlsons the one in- 
sistent lesson is Inculcated: 
"Madame, taka your baby to your 


own bosom." 
Mr. Phillips -now seeks to teach the 


lesson here. 
He points out the new, 


great truth of charity's aid to the 
babies: 
Milk, enoug-h milk and safe 


milk, is still needed—probably will al- 
ways, be needed, but it can never be 
more than the means to the end of 
inducing all mothers to give to their 
babes the one food that is fit for them 
to eat. - 


Mr.1 Phillips urges upon Xew York 


arid upon all other cities the estab- 
lishment of consultations similar to 
the Consultation des Nourrlsons of 
France. They should have three sim- 
ple purposes: The education of moth- 
ers in the care of babies up to the 
age of 2 'years; the encouragement. 
In every way, of natural feeding and 
the education of mothers in pasteuriz- 
ing, 
sterilizing and mollifying milk 


in the home. 


"The close relation between the in- 


crease in the number of breast-fed 
childretn and the decrease of infant 
mortality," he declares, "indicates the 
true responsibility of a milk depot. 
In its normal development it should 
sell less and less modified milk to 
babies and more and more whole milk 
to mothers—-becoming, ultimately, a 
clean mlllt depot from which food is 
fed through the mother to the child." 
The proportion ot those who must 


call unon charity, public or ornate. 


for material aid or helpful advice is 
small in comparison with those whose 
resources suffice- for their needs. But 
the vitally Important 
IfsKon 
which 


such.nn nutho'rlty emphasises, for the 
benefit of the poor of New York, 
should be too valuable to be disre-a 
g-nrded merely because It. is gratuitous." 


The plain, uncompromising fact is 


that at last, after generations of ex- 
periment, science has become con- 
vinced by tho statistics of Uie world 
that the first — the very first — training 
the baby can .safely be given is at its 
mother's breast, the same training 
the first baby sot when Adam delved

Advantages of Vaudeville 


These are only a few of the advan-

mate" business. 
This for several rea-

For the Wayfarer 


(Commented On by ADELAIDE SELL BAKER.) 


"POPPEA OF THE POSTOFFICE." 


By Mabel Osgood Wright. The Mac- 
millan Co., publishers; price $1.50. 
From the moment that the "lady 


baby" was deposited on old Oliver Gil- 
bert's porch up to the time of the dis- 
covery of that young lady's parentage, 
and her marriage to Hughey. who, on 
his first glimpse of the "lady baby," 
at the age of six, was undecided wheth- 
er he wanted the baby or her puppy 
for his own—interest never ceases 


Mabel Osgood Wright, perhaps bet- 


ter known by her pen name, "Bar- 
bara," is a most entertaining fiction 
writer. In her present work she has, 
practically speaking, dragged in much 
superfluous 
matter 
concerning 
the 


civil war. without which Poppea of the 
Postofflce would bo vastly more read- 
able. As it Is, one is prone to skip 
the lines relating to the naval engage- 
ments, vastly important though they 
•were to the people of Harlej's Mills. 


The letters which passed 
between 
President Lincoln and the old post- 
master touch a tender cord, but a few 
lines only were necessary to the un- 
foldment of the story leading up to 
them. 
That episode ended, the war 


cut little figure in the recital, even 
though John Angus sided with the 
Southerners. 
The characters in this 


story are well drawn, and a most lov- 
able man is Oliver Gilbert, even if he 
did rear a. silvery "beard that reached 
to his waist, and which so frequently 
got in his wav that he twisted It up 
and fastened it under his chin with an 
elastic band or a hairpin " That de- 
scription of Oliver's hirsute adornment 
is vivid enough to make everyone who 
reads the book thank his maker that 
tho wearing of beards has gone out of 
fashion, but, curiously enough, it in 
nowise deters one from open admira- 
tion of the owner, -who, fully six feet 
tall, with close-cut iron-gray hair and 
bushy eyebrows, had craved an educa-

him, and better speech than is often 
found in New Englanders of his sur- 
roundings. 


Just as one is inclined to admire Ol- 


iver Gilbert for his upright conduct 
and sterling qualities, so, conversely 
is the reader bound to dislike John 
Angus, whose desire to own "Gilbert's 
family home of three acres, adjoin- 
ing his own princely possessions, has 
led him to bitter animosity against his 
neighbor.

The initial section of Oakland's auxiliary fire 


protection salt water system is rapidly approach- 
ing completion. 
The pumping plant located in 


the park grounds on the west side of Lake Merritt 
which will' operate the first section of the system, 
is practically ready for use. The engines are on 
the premises for immediate installation. Pipe lay- 
ing is in progress. 
"When everything is ready for 


operation abcnit sixty-five blocks, constituting the 
main business quarter of Oakland, will be under 
its protection. The power house has been so de- 
signed and constructed that it fits into the gen- 
eral scheme of parking. It is a happy combina- 
tion of utility and ornamentation, so that its in- 
trusion on park lands is thoroughly justifiable. 
This building is this year to be equipped with two 
powerful pumping engines. Next year it is pro- 
posed to install a third, to be held in reserve. 


This initial division of the salt water auxiliary 


fire protection system has been planned so that it 
may be extended from year to year to corre- 
spond with the business growth of the city by the 
laying of smaller branch pipe lines from the main 
trunk, along the line of business and industrial 
development. Xext year a main will probably be 
laid along Harrison street from Fourteenth - to 
Second. The establishment of another central 
pumping station, equipped with three pumping 
engines, at the foot of Market street, is comprised 
in the general plan of the system. From this sta- 
tion mains will radiate throughout the territory 
tributary to that point, and covering practically 
the western side of the city. The policy is to add 
to the plant every year until the whole city will 
"be finally gridironed by the system, 


domparatively few citizens realize the 
full 


value of this salt water s\»stem is to Oakland. Its 
main purpose is to give protection against fire to 
the most valuable property in the city, namely, the 
costly buildings erected and the valuable mer- 
chandise and office and bank furnishings, stocked 
within the 
business quarters in all classes of 


buildings. The horizon of the vision of the aver- 
age business man does not extend probably be- 
yond the simple fact that his rate of insurance will 
be lowered and to the average insurance man that 
the risk to his company will be reduced. But its 
influence will be vastly greater. Once in opera- 
tion, every foot of the district covered by the salt 
water plant's protection will become immensely 
more valuable than it ever has been, because of 
its greater availability for business through the 
lessened liability to loss by fire. Realty values 
will, therefore, naturally advance within the spe- 
cially protected area. And once it becomes gen- 
erally known to the outside world that Oakland 
is the only city on the Pacific Coast whose busi- 
ness quarters are protected against fire by a salt 
water plant capable of throwing a half dozen 
streams over the roof of a twelve-story building, 
Oakland will be recognized as the safest of all 
cities in which to establish a business or an in- 
dustry and, with its trading population of at least 
500,000, the place where the greatest certainties 
of business success exist. 


Britain's Naval Preparedness. 


The mooring of a fleet- of one hundred and 


forty-eight warships all ready to go to battle at 
a moment's notice in the mouth of Thames on 
Friday night was a convincing demonstration to 
the British nation that its chief arm of defense— 
the navy—is not the organization of ineffectives 
that Admiral Lord Charles Beresford has • been 
representing it to be in his late speeches to the 
commercial bodies of the country. 
The line of 


•warships extended from the Thames estuary to 
Westminster bridge which is in the very heart of 
the city of London. The fleet is officered and man- 
ned by 42,000 men. 
It is the largest effective 


naval force Great Britain has ever before assem- 
bled. The fleet which participated in the naval re- 
view at Spithead in 1897 contained more ships, 
numbering 
one hundred 
and sixty-five of all 


classes, but there were at least thirty in that fleet 
incapable of steaming or fighting. The fleet now 
anchored in the Thames is, therefore, the largest 
effective assemblage of ships' ever mobilized by 
any nation. 
Indeed no two other naval powers 


united could at the present day equal it and the 
mobilization has been accomplished apparently 
without any previous announcement of what was 
contemplated. 
Sir John Fisher has proved con- 


clusively through this one act Great Britain's pre- 
paredness to defend her shores from attack from 
any nation. Indeed no two other naval powers 
more strongly than it will to the German Em- 
peror and his people.

Women and Fashions. 


In a lecture delivered in California Hall on 


Friday, Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, who is tb* head 
of the domestic science department of the State 
University, charged women with being the slaves 
of fashion and the cause of more unnecessary ex- 
pense than any other factor in the household. How 
much or how little truth there may be in the state- 
ment we are not prepared to say, except that, in a 
certain class of society the women are not the only 
•ones guilty of the surprising charge. There are 
men of abundant means who shine in upperten- 
dom society who habitually wear several suits of 
clothes each day and who do not hesitate about 
discarding any of their suits after wearing them a 
few times. If they can afford it., there is no rea- 
son why any one should raise a protest. It is one 
of the ways whereby their wealth gets into gen- 
eral circulation and the multitudes derive some 
benefit from it. 


There are two sides to the question of the so- 


called extravagances of the ultra wealthy and the 
devotees of fashion, be they male or female, in the 
matter of dress. Supposing, for instance, fashions 
were abolished and that the wealthy who spend 
their money freely in fashionable attire were to 
quit that form of extravagance, wRat would be the 
effect on the industrial world? The wheels of in- 
dustry would, of course, stop revolving and the 
world's skilled workers would be plunged into 
idleness and want. It is safe to say'that a large 
proportion of the skilled workers on the earth are 
supported in one way or another by the fashions 
and it would be the greatest calamity the world 
ever witnessed if the drain on human resources 
were stopped by abolishing fashion and reducing 
men and women to a plain, primitive condition of 
attire. In all ages, fashion has, in one form or an- 
other, been the foundation on which human indus- 
try is based. It is through the so-called decrees of 
fashion and the extravagances which they favor, 
that the wealth garnered by the ultra-rich gets 
back into circulation among the people at large 
and keeps proverty and want from crossing the 
threshold of the home of every wage-earner in ex- 
istence. 


What is the use or the sense of inveigh- 


ing against it? The man or the woman who makes 
me ney freely and easily should be patted on the 
back for spending it with a lavish hand. That is 
the lifeblood of society. If every one who has ac- 
quired the art and seized the opportunity to make 
mbney should suddenly take it into their heads to 
hoard it what would become of their 
fellow 


mortals? It would take only a few generations 
to extinguish the human race or to reduce it to a 
state of savagery, we opine. No other result could 
be expected. A woman who can afford to spend 
$1000 for a dress, puts that sum in circulation 
where it can benefit, possibly, a hundred house- 
holds and keep want away from the door. 
The 


woman of ample means who hoards that amount 
of money by refraining from gratifying the nat- 
ural feminine taste for finery is an enemy to her 
race. Inveighing against fashions is folly, a waste 
of energy and a curse to mankind.

"By placing the identification mark 


under the stamp we have the only 
system which will prevent both dupli- 
cation by forgery, and false voting. 
Ballots and envelopes jnay be dupli- 
cated, but the least tampering with a 
stamp once adhered is instantly ap- 
parent. Notwithstanding the identifi- 
cation marks, the secrecy of the ballot 
Itself is insured and the identity of the 
voter who does not care to sign his 
name is lost. 


"In order to preserve the secrecy of 


the ballot, we have adopted the fol- 
lowing method for canvassing the re- 
turns: 
By first removing the stamp 


we determine that the ballot inclosed 
Is that of a voter we have addressed, 
ind therefore valid.

BERKELEY, July 17.—The State Uni- 


versity Farm was purchased with 
the 


intention of using it for ghing instruc- 
tions in agriculture. The farm is serving 
this purpose in the 
largest 
possible 


way, 
since the same plafit Is being used 


in three different courses—the School 
of Agriculture during eight months of 
the year, the "Short Courses" for farm- 
ers given each fall, and certain courses 
of the College of Agriculture. 


Students of tho School of Agriculture 


receive their technical instruction from 
members of the faculty of the College 
of Agriculture. 
Thus while a boy who 


attends tho School of Agriculture may 
not ha-\e as thorough or extensive 
a 


course as he would at college, he works 
under many of the same men, who are 
not only specialists in theory buf men 
of wide practical experience as well. 


For example, the -work In horticulture 


and viticulture, in animal industry and 
veterinary science* 
In dairy 
-. industry 


and In poultry husbandry is similar to 
that In the College of Agriculture; and 
the Same extensive appliances are avail- 
able to make the instruction practical 
and valuable. 
In the,dairy course the 


students actually do the work of milk 
testing and 
buttermaking; 
an orchard 


and vineyard are at hand In which to 
learn the 
principles 
of pruning 
and 


spraying, and the various branches of 
fruit production. 


A dairy herd, 
beef 
cattle, 
horses, 


sheep, r>wine and poultry, all are part 
of the equipment of the farm, and used 
in the courses of the School of Agri- 
culture. An experiment station is located 
on tbe farm, and 
students are 
en- 


couraged to watch the progress of the 
experiments, and to undertake experi- 
mental work of their own, in lines in 
which they are Interested. The boy who 
cannot go to college', may j thus have a 
scientific and practical course' in agri- 
culture under first-class teachers. '

This work Is particularly noteworthy, 


in that It Indicates moat strongly the 
growth of Berkeley In the lift flvo years. 
In 1(04 the original building of the First 
National bank was constructed, and at 
that time It was considered much too 
large for Berkeley's exiting or future 
needs. It was thought that the Institu- 
tion would not expand with the grow.th 
of Berkeley sufficiently to warrant »uch 
an Immense structure. 
But today, juat 


five years afterwards, because of the 
expanded activities of this city, and the 
growing needs of an augmented popula- 
tion, the 
bank 
has found Itself com- 


pelled to erect this valuable addition.

and fired three shots in rapid succes- 
sion. 


The first killed Chief Blot, the sec- 


ond pierced Inspector Nugat's heart, and 
with the third De Lana^ blew out his 
brains. 


The triple tragedy was over in a few 


seconds.
